HOW THRY CBLGBRA1^BD — DESCRIP- 
TION OF THK SCHOOL IN STADE 

Stade is a small German town of a 
thousand inhabitants, situated about 
three miles* from Hamburg on a 
branch of the Elbe called the 
Schwiuge, which winds in and out, 
affording a lovely view from the high 
Schwarz Wald just outside the town, 
and it is here, where one of the In- 
stitutions for the Deaf in Hanover 
province was founded fifty years ago,_ 
and where it was my good fortune 
to meet about three hundred of the 
alumni at the celebration of that 
anniversary. 

Fraulein Adelheid Behreus, a 
deaf lady in Lilieuthal, came to my 
cousin's home to sew and we com- 
pared the signs, many of which are 
the same; but she spoke well and 
could read the lips readily. From 
her I learned of the fiftieth year 
jubilee which was to lie held on 
August loth, nth and 12th at Stade. 
I expressed a desire to go with her, 
^ she wrote to Herr Direktor Werner 
and received for me a very cordial 
invitation to attend. On Saturday 
nioruiug of August tenth, we start- 
ed fiom Bremen over Harburg, 
where we had an hour's wait, aud 
there we met the first delegation of 
the deaf in the waiting-room. 

In Germany they have five meals 
a day regularly; and as it was three 
o'clock, the time for the afternoon 
lunch, we ordered coflfee and had 
our sandwiches around a big table 
laugh iug aud talking, now and then 
greeting new faces as other trains 
came in. It was very interesting to 
watch them talk, for they don't use 
signs as w« do, only motions with 
exaggerated lip- movements, uttering 
no sounds. , When they talked to 
me, however, they used voice. 

It was late in the afternoon when 
we reached Stade, aud there at the 
station was a great crowd of the 
deaf, waiting to welcome the new 
arrivals, and it was a happy scene. 
The in situation isfonly a short dis- 
tance from the station; but the re- 
union was not held here, as it is 
strictly a school-house only, the jani- 
tor aud his family occupying the 
basement rooms. We passed it, 
however, on our way to the hotel, 
where we were entertained. 

Nobody takes a trunk ^vheii 
traveling in Germany, for it costs 
an extra fare ; dress is of far less 
importance with them than with us, 
and so these friends attending the 
jubilee carried only a small hand- 
satchel. 

On coming to the hotel, we filed 
into the crowded restaurant where 
several of the teachers were assign- 
ing the rooms and we were cordially 
welcomed. After supper the pro- 
gram was opened by a reception to 
the guests, which was held in the 
large dining-hall of the hotel, all 
trimmed with evergreens. The 
teachers occupied seats around a 
platform and I was given a place 
among them, the deaf being seated 
at the long tables. Addresses of 
welcome were made by the director 
and te.ichers, and a deaf lady recited 
a poem orally. After the exerci.se.s 
general greetings were exchanged 
aud the <m,-iiv.1 ,lwi./M.i,^,l it ^ibout 
eleven. 

The iie.xi uay was .i lovci}' Sab- 
bath, and at 9 o'clock there was a 
service held in the chaj>el of the 
High School, opened by a chorus of 
voices in the rear and then an ad- 
dress of welcome by the Lord 
Mayer of Stade, which was respond- 
ed to by H«rr Clanus Kronke, a 
very bright seiui-mnte and son of a 
nobleman. 

The chapel was crowded with 
hearing as well as deaf people, but 
the front seats were reserved for the 
deaf. When the former director. 
Herr Schroedor, entered with his 
snow-white hair and beard, the deaf 
aro.se with one accord and waved 
their hatidkerchiefs aud his good 
face l>eamed with delight. A fine 
portrait of Dr. Gude, the first direc- 
tor, now deceased, hung in front 
and Herr Director Werner announc- 
ed that it was presented by the 
alnmni to the Institution. 

The position as director of an Insti- 
tution is given to the most compe- 
tent teacher by the government after 
years of service, and he is obliged 
to pass a rigid examination in 
Berlin. Then he holds the office 
till age unfits him for longer service. 



Herr Pastor Bode is the Lutheran 
minister in Stade and he is beloved 
by his people, aud especially the 
deaf. He instructs the classes in 
catechism and at their fifteenth year, 
they are coufirmed on Faster and 
leave the Institution, so the deaf in 
Germany receive only eight years of 
schooling. 

Well, after a short sermon and 
another hymn, the ser\ice was over 
and the whole association went to 
visit the old Institution, which is 
merely a private dwelling and oc- 
cupied now by a family, who kindly 
allowed the deaf to visit their old 
schoolhouse. Most of the older 
ex-pupils had known no other 
school, and it was interesting to 
watch them tell how things had been 
arranged. 

The next excursion was to the 
new school building, which was 
decorated in flags and evergreens. 
The art-room was filled with 
drawings of the pupils, mostly con- 
ventional designs, and then shop- 
work of pasteboard trays and boxes, 
and of stools, shelves, boxes and 
such articles in wood. They have 
only one shop in the basement, 
where this work is taught. 

In each of the nine school-rooms 
there are from ten to twfelve desks 
arranged in a semi-circle around the 
teacher's table. I took out some of 
the slates in the highest grade and 
read the journals, with teacher's 
corrections aud they were well writ- 
ten 

The ninety pupils board around 
the towu in private families; so they 
have little opportunity to sign when 
out of school, aud of course, in 
school, it is not permitted. The 
journals told exactly how they had 
spent their time since leaving school 
ill the afleruoou, and 1 gathered that 
they made themselves useful bring- 
ing in wood aud water and helping 
with the evening meal aud then 
studying before going to bed; also 
in the morning, a certain amount 
of work \v:is iliine before comi'iK to 
school. 

I spent quilt- a good deal ot time 
reading these journals and examin- 
ing the lx>oks; but at ten o'clock the 
order of exercises was to go to the 
graveyard where the deaf wished to 
decorate the graves of two hearing 
teachers aud one loyal friend, sleep- 
ing among the departed. I.^vely 
wreaths were placed on each grave 
and many shed tears, as tribute was 
paid to their memory. It was in- 
deed a touching scene. This friend 
was Peter Arms, a bachelor who 
had been a great benefactor of the 
deaf, and I was told iiiaiix instances 
of his kindness. 

From the cemetery we went our 
way back to the hotel to get ready 
for the " Fest" in a great banquet 
hall in the Groszer Garten at the edge 
of the town, where tables were ar- 
ranged to seat the whole association 
I got the autographs on my paper 
napkin of the sixty who sat at our 
table. Toasts were given at the 
conclusion of the dinner by the 
director and .several of the teachers, 
which were responded to by rising 
with hearty cheers aud clinking of 
glasses. I was pleased to have my 
name ineiitionr ; the honored 

guests and to v. \'oc:iiition in 

the same manner. 

The afternoon wassjx i walk 

to the Schwarz Wald, going in 
a body. I went with Herr Vahle. 
one of the teachers, who gave me a 
great deal of v 'ion. He 

expects to stand th nation to 

become a director in the spring. By 
the time we reached the Schwarz 
Wald, it was time for the afternocm 
meal. Tables had been placed in 
the pavilion to accommodate the 
whole three b Good hot 

coffee and assoi ; s was served. 

The teachers had a table to them- 
selves, and at Herr Roediger's sug- 
gestion we all signed up a souvenir 
card and sent greetings to Superin- 
tendent Jones. 

On our return we went through 
the Schwarz Wald, a low elevation 
covered with pine trees and it was a 
most delightful walk. We came 
back to the Groszer Garten, where 
the hall had been cleared for the 
" Fest Ball." With u.<5 it is a dese- 
ctation of the Sabbath to have a 
dance on Sunday evening; but in 
Germany it is the custom. Every- 
body goes to chur'^h in the morning; 
but the afternoons are given up to 
pleasure atid there is n<' ig

When we remember that Ger- 
many is in the same latitude as 
Labrador, we can well understand 
how cold it is even in summer and 
the people sleep between feather-beds 
the year round. 

On Monday morning there was 
a meeting in the chapel of the Insti- 
tution addressed by Herr Wieduwilt, 
a teacher, who called attention to 
the two new pictures on the wall, 
which had been presented to the 
Institution by the city of Stade, and 
several altar pieces by ex-pupils and 
friends and he expressed in behalf 
of the alumni their sincere thanks. 
Then he gave a good talk, using 
signs as well as voice, explaining 
the effort that had been made to 
bring the deaf to a knowledge of 
the truth and a fuller enjoyment of 
life. F'olfowing his talk were short 
oraldeclamations by some of the deaf 
boys. Then we adjounied, and an- 
other excursion was in order, which 
1 did not join, because .^'rl. Behrens 
wanted to call on the good black- 
smith and his wife with whom she 
had boarded when a pupil. Their 
home was certainly one of the 
oldest-time places I ever saw. 
They were greatly pleased to see 
how womanly she had grown. 

In the afternoon the whole crowd 
was at the station, either leaving or 
seeing friends oflF; but as the direc 
lor had invited me to visit the 
school, which opened the next day 
after a five weeks' vacation, 1 decid- 
ed to spend another night in Stade 
and take advantage of this rare 
opp>orto"i"»v, .^»" c»«,..r.- the pupils in 
the cl lower grades 

are wcu (jquii>pci.i with toy-objects 
and pictures with which to suggest 
ideas, and they also use actions, but 
no regular signs. The teachers are 
all gentlemen and are doing good 
work Every hour the director 
rings a bell, and tb« pupils all go 
out in the yard for five minutes; 
and at nine o'clock they eat their 
lunch which each child has brought 
along. 

The pupils showed very inquiring 
minds and wanted to ask about my 
voyage and America. Her Direk- 
tor Werner kindly invited me to his 
house for dinner. It is one of the 
prettiest residences in Stade, just 
back of the Institution on the next 
street with the yards adjoining. He 
has a charming wife, one daughter 
aud one little sou, Paul, who asked 
me if I saw Indians every day in 
America. They vere all anxious to 
know about our Institution and how 
we sign. The time passed only too 
quickly, for I had to leave on the 
two o'clock Iwat down the Kibe to 
Hamburg.

In my address as President of 
the fifth convention, at Phila- 
delphia, in 1896, I again called 
atte.itiou to theHut»ject, 

It was advocatefl in a papi r 
read by Mr, Olof Hanson at the 
St. Paal Convention, in 1899, 
and a resolation was adopted 
commending the formation of a 
federation of the deaf and au- 
thorizing the appointment of a 
Committee to further the object. 
Messrs. Fox. Hasenstab and 
Veditz were appointed as said 

was again rf^ferre^ 
to ill i'lewidenf .Smith's address 
at St .Louis, In 1904, as "one of 
the most important snbjects for 
our ccmsideration," bnt owing to 
tbe limited time assigned to the 
sessions of the Association, no 
report was considered). 

Finally at the eighth Conven- 

»ion held last snmmer at Norfolk, 

Va., the report of the committee, 

embrxJying a plan of federation, 

was presented by Mr. Vedltz.

No sign or em- 
blem in all the world is so universal 
u<.d so unaccounlat)l(> in it» wide 
distribution as tlie swastika. It 
has been found among the relics of 
primitive peoples, literally all over 
the world. The swastika has 
been discovered wherever an- 
thropologists have seai'ched, A 
map is contained in the report of the 
United States National Museum on 
"The Swastika — Earliest Known 
Symbol, and Its Migrations," 
Swastikas are engraved on inonu- 
meriis of the most ancient date in 
all parts of the earth, on pottery of 
the neolithic and bronze aires, an 
primitive terracotta figures, on 
altars, weapons, amulets of ancient 
Europe, Asia, Africa and America.

The Honry Phtpps' Ta1»ercalo>la 
HaBaterlnm. 

The Third Annual Report of the 
Henry Phipps' Institute of Phila- 
delphia for the Study and Preven- 
tion of Tuberculosis has just l>een 
published and calls attention to the 
striking fact that in every ward in 
Philadelphia in which an institution 
for the treatment of tuberculosis 
exists there has been a reduction 
in the death rate from this disease, 
while some of the adjoining wards 
without such institutions have 
shown an increase. The Sixth 
Ward during the past year has had 
the greatest reduction in its death 
rate of any in the city, and it is in 
this ward that the Phipps Institnte 
has done most of its work. In the 
same way, there was a reduction 
in the death rate from tnberculfwis 
in the Twenty fourth Ward where 
the Rush Hospital was located, al- 
thongh the neight>oring ward, in 
which there was exactly the .same 
kind of a population, showed an 
incr-ease in the death rate. It is 
pointeil out in the report that this 
record is particularly suggestive in 
that ther-e was considerable opposi- 
tion to the establishment of the 
Rush Hospital, because of its snp- 
posed menace to the residents of its 
neiuhborhood, just as the erection 
of tuberculosis hopitais and dis- 
pensaries is everywhere opposed 
w:,en projects for the estal>li8h- 
ment of these institutions i)ecome 
known A study of racial snscepti- 
bility is ahso report«d o . Foreign- 
l)orn citizens occupied nearly one 
half Ihe attention ()f the Institute. 
The countries which sent it the 
heaviest burdens in order of se- 
quence were, Russia, Ireland, (Ger- 
many, Italy. Austria and Scotland. 
The sa,ne Older holds good for the 
eases which came from the seoond 
generation, namely, the children 
born of immigrants. Only 31.3 per 
cent, of all the patients treated 
w<>re of native ancestry one genera- 
tion back. Children born of mixed 
parentage most frequently became 
victims when the union of parents 
was lietween Irish and native l>orn 
and irext between Irish and En*- 
lish 

The Institute finds that the fre- 
quency with which residence is 
changed by the consnmptive poor 
constitutes a menace to public 
health and furnishes a strong argu- 
ment in favor of registration of 
tuberculosis. It is also urged that 
disinfection of houses when vacat- 
ed by oonsumptives, whether by 
death or removal, shonid l>e practic- 
ed everywhere. Dr. Lawrence P. 
Flick, the head of the Phipps Insti- 
tnte, says on this paint> "Re- 
gistration cannot save the tnber- 
euloHS patient, but it can save 
those who are near ami d( ~- ' - 'um 
trom a similar fate."

It 18 proposed to create a memorial 
to the late Rev. Thomas Gallaudet, 
D.D., by tbe erection of a Parlnh 
IJuilding for St. Auu'h Church for 
Doaf-MutoH. The pi-esont Church 
JH Mituatud on I48tli Street, juHt west 
of AmHterdarn Avenue, and Ih built 
Home tweuty-flvo feet back from tbe 
line of the Htreet to permit the erec- 
tion of Hnch a building as above 
indicated, which will form a facade 
to the church edifice and be a center 
of religious an 'J social lifo amongst 
the silent peoples. Dr. Gallaudet 
hoped during his lifetime to see the 
erwjtion of this building, which 
would have completed the church 
with which his name has always 
been associated. This was not per- 
inilted, and it is suggested as a 
most Titling memorial to him that 
this work l)e now undertaken. St. 
Ann's Church is used wholly for 
the deaf mutes. 

The new l)uilding will occupy a 
plot of ground about forty-flve feet 
along the street front and twenty- 
five feet in depth. It will be three 
stories in height, with a basement, 
and will be used for the social, re- 
ligious and industrial needs of the 
deaf-mutes of New York. The 
amount required for " The Gallau- 
det Memorial Parish Building" will 
be about $30,000, and the building 
itself, in its position and purpose, 
will form a conspicuous monument 
to him whose life was devoted to the 
silent peoples. They themselves 
heartily e»i<l'ir"<' tli.' nii'inorial.
